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STATE LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 



In the period from December 1, 1914 to December 1, 1915, there have 
been added to the Library 5,682 volumes. Of these 3,866 volumes 
were purchased, 1,226 were received in exchange and 590 were gifts. 
885 volumes were added to the collection of Pennsylvaniana. There 
have been accessioned during the year 8,000 volumes and the total 
accessions to date are 163,976 volumes. The most interesting addi- 
tions to the collectiotis are as follows: 

Jordan, Encyclopedia of Penna. biography ; Denton, Moths and but- 
terflies of the U. S.; Burbank, Luther, his methods and discoveries; 
Cox, Winslow Homer ; Roberts and others. History of Lehigh Co., Pa. ; 
Taylor, Everchanging Philadelphia; Pitcairn, History and genealo- 
gical account of families of the name of Kennedy ; Seilhamer, Genealo- 
gical notes ; Canada and its provinces ; and Plat book of the Eastern 
vicinity of Pittsburgh. 27,070 volumes were issued for home use. 

The problem of providing for the various collections of the State 
will soon become a serious one. We have practically reached our 
limit as to the storage of newspapers in the attic, and the alcoves of 
the main Library would be insuflftcient but for the fact that so many 
volumes are circulated throughout the State. New York has pro- 
vided at a cost of $5,000,000 what is known as the Educational Build- 
ing, in which provision is made for all educational interests of the 
State. Would it not be well to look forward to the time when such a 
building may be erected to the East of the Capitol in such a position 
as would add to the architectural effect of the East side of the Capitol 
Building? Here quarters should be provided for 500,000 volumes and 
for the rapidly increasing collections of the Museuih and of the Divi- 
sion of Public Records. The cases and shelving which have been pro- 
cured in recent years for the State Library are of the most modem 
and satisfactory pattern and all of these may be utilized in any new 
quarters that are provided. 

The only casualty during the year was the death of Mr. Luther 
Reily Kelker, Custodian of Public Records. Mr. Kelker was chosen 
for the Custodianship, upon the organization of the Division in 1903, 
on account of his interest in Pennsylvania History and his familiarity 
with the muster rolls and marriage records. He assisted in preparing 
the material for some 28 volumes of Archives, including the 5th and 
6th series and the indexes thereto. His work has made it possible 
for anyone to secure records concerning individuals engaged in the 
French and Indian Wars, the War of the Revolution, the War of 
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1812-4 and the Mexican War, in a few minutes time, when formerly 
this was a laborious and most uncertain task. He also arranged in 
books the Papers of the Governors and repaired and mounted a tre- 
mendous collection of Provincial Papers. He was neat and accurate 
in the preparation of his material and the work done in the Division 
will compare favorably with that of any similar Departments in the 
United States. 

/The Division of Public Records during the year has completed the 
Cumberland Courity Papers in 16 volumes, the Berks County Papers 
in 17 volumes and the York County Papers in 27 volumes. Fees for 
certificates amounted to $300.22 which has been turned over to the 
State Treasurer. 1,186 letters, many of them requiring extended re- 
search have been received and answered. 

During the year the Librarian has made addresses, as follows : 

March 11th, "The Colonial Mansions in Pennsylvania" before The 
Colonial Dames of America, in Philadelphia. 

March 22nd, "The Development of the Public Library Idea." Cynwyd. 
June 19th, "Historical Commission and its Work." Strausstown. 
October 15th, "Stephen Brule at Spanish Hill." Waverly. 

The Legislature of 1913 provided for a new edition of the Frontier 
Forts, published in 1895, and natned the State Librarian as the editor. 
This work is now ready for the State Printer with the exception of 
the Index, which is being prepared by the cataloguers in the Division 
of Public Records. 

The Librarian was also elected Curator of the Pennsylvania His- 
torical Commission and he has attended all the meetings of that body 
from its inception. He has prepared also, on cards, a survey of the 
State as to the marking of historic spots and has also attended the 
unveilings of the various markers and memorials. 

The Librarian has been binding miscellaneous pamphlets, according 
to their sizes, in volumes containing some twenty to thirty pamphlets 
each. When treated in this fashion it seems justifiable to put a good, 
stout binding on each volume and the pamphlets are better preserved 
than when arranged according to subjects and are of unequal size. 
Each pamphlet is catalogued as carefully as a book would be. We 
now have some 2,300 volumes of this material and they form a most 
satisfactory addition to the resources of the Institution. 



THE MUSEUM. 



In the Museum work of the year the principal incidents have been 
the installing of eleven new habitat groups and the re-construction 
of the room formerly used as the flag room. The new exhibits in For- 
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estry and Botany are well under way. In the Historical Division, 
material used by the early settlers in and about Reading has been 
added and several rare ^tove-plates and other similar material has 
been purchased. The Division of Natural History, ninety-six speci- 
mens wiere donated, thirty Were collected by the Division and fourteen 
purchased. 1,716 insects have been donated and the Museum has col- 
lected 10,825. In the Educational ■Division new exhibits' have been 
added from the following: Elementary Schools— ^Portage, Wilkins- 
burg, Wai^ren, Ambridge. High Schools — ^Williainsport. Colleges — 
Temple University, Bryn Mawr College. Art Schools — Pennsylvania 
Academy of the Fine Arts', School of Design for Women. The number 
of slides on hand December 1, 1914, was 18,717 ; purchased during the 
year 1915, 1,224; totar 19,941. With the deduction of slides broken 
during the year (74) the number of slides on hand December 1, 1915, 
is 19,877. The number of slides in circulation from December 1, 1914 
to December 1, 1915 was 47,502. The lantern slides wete withdrawn 
from circulation for a greater part of the year in order that they 
could be properly classified and re-catalogued. The receipts from ex- 
pressage on lantern slides amounted to J176.50 and there was received 
for broken slides $20.10. These sums have been paid into the State 
Treasury. 



PENNSYLVANIA FREE LIBRARY COMMISSION. 



During the year 149 places have been visited by members of the Free 
Library Conimission staff in order to extend aid in library work. 
Eight new libraries have been organized and one has been reorganized 
from a subscription form. Meetings of library workers have been 
held in 12 districts and talks on library topics have been given in 19 
places. 

The new libraries are in the following places : 

Ambridge, Cherry Tree, Cynwyd, Leetsdale, Newport, Roulette, 
Shinglehouse and Taylor. 

The high school teachers in Pine Grove were aided in organizing a 
school library which is doing good work among the scholars. 

The following gifts to library work have been noted : —

building. 

Harrisburg, Public Library, f 7,000 from Mrs. Lyman D. Gilbert, for 
books in memory of her husband. 

Midland, $22,500 from the Carnegie Foundation for a library build- 
ing. 

Mount Holly Springs, Given Memorial Library, |20,000 for an en- 
dowment for the building previously given by Mrs. Bell. 

Pottsville, Free Library, |17,500 from an unknown donor, for a 
building site. 

Sewickley, Public Library, |50,000 from W. L. Clause, for a build- 
ing. 

Swissvale, $25,000 from the Carnegie Foundation, for a building. 

York, Public Library, $185,000 by bequest of Milton D. Martin, for 
building and endowment. 

18,734 volumes have been loaned through the traveling libraries, 
which is a gain of more than one thousand over last year. These have 
gone to individuals, study clubs, and communities where there are no 
other library privileges. 

The Summer School for Library Workers was held as usual at State 
College but the attendance was not so large as heretofore. 

The work of the Free Library Commission has been carried on for 
some years in the basement. There has been a continuous complaint 
that the quarters are too damp at certain times of the year, and that 
rheumatic pains on the part of the assistants have been ascribed 
thereto. 

The various appropriations for the Library, Museum and Library 
Commission were cut some $18,500. A prompt readjustment of the 
force had to be made and several transfers from one department to 
another, and this has been accomplished with as little friction as pos- 
sible. 

Our work has increased very materially, and the requests for in- 
formation become more and more definite as years go on ; and these re- 
quests even upon triffling subjects are answered courteously, and the 
institution seldom loses a friend once acquired.

No. 169. 
AN ACT 

Authorizing boroughs to enter into certain contracts and make 

appropriations regarding libraries. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That when by any gift Boroughs. 
or gifts, or bequest or bequests, any estate or estates, 
real or personal, exceeding twenty thousand dollars, 
is given or bequeathed for the purpose of establishing 
in a borough a free, public, non^sectarian library, puwic libraries. 
on a permanent basis, for the use of the residents ot 
the borough, and there is attached to such gift or 
gifts, or bequest or bequests, a condition fliat tie bor- 
ough shall provide for the maintenance in whole or 
in part of the library, or the maintenance of a librar- 
ian of such library, or both, the borough may enter 
into a perpetual contract with the donor, or tiie rep- 
resentative of any testator, or corporation created 
to execute such gift or gifts, or bequest or bequests, 
for the payment annually of a certain fixed sum of 
money, at such periods as may be agreed upon be- 
tween the contracting parties. Such sum shall be 
applied for the maintenance of the library, or for the Maintenance, 
employment and maintenance of a suitable librarian, 
or both, in accordance with the terms of the gift or 
gifts, or bequest or bequests. 

Section 2. The borough shall appropriate annually, Apprwrutions. 
for tiie compensation of such librarian and mainte- 
nance of such library, not to exceed the amount of one 
mill on a dollar on all taxable property in the bor- 
ough. 

Section 3. All acts or parts of acts not consistent BeoeaL 
herewith are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To amend an act approved the fourteenth day of April, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and three, entitled "An act for the creation 
and government of a division of the State Library, for the 
preservation of public records," by establishing the office of 
supervisor of public records, with general supervision over the 
care and custody and condition of public records of the several 
counties, cities, and boroughs c^f this Commonwealth. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the fourth section 
of an act, approved the fourteenth day of April, one 
thousand nine hundred and three, entitled "An act 
for the creation and government of a division of the 
State Library, for the preservation of public records,'* 
which reads as follows: — 

** Section 4. That the Division of Public Eecords 
shall be under the direction of the State Librarian, 
who shall have immediate charge of and be responsible 
for everything consigned to his custody, and shall en- 
force all rules and regulations provided by the trustees. 
He shall receive and disburse all moneys that are or 
may be hereafter appropriated for this Division's pur- 
poses, and keep accurate accounts thereof, and make 
settlements therefor in the same manner as provided 
for the accounts of the State Library. He shall col- 
lect, classify, preserve, and make accessible for refer- 
ence, all records which may come into the possession 
of the Division, with such exceptions as may be in- 
dicated by the trustees. He shall report to the trus- 
tees biennially, on the condition of the State records, 
with such recommendations as shall be desirable for 
the preservation of all public records throughout Penn- 
sylvania. He may appoint such assistants, at such 
salaries, as shall be authorized by the Legislature, 
from time to time, in the general appropriation bill, 
and may expend such sums for the purpose of the Di- 
vision as may be appropriated by the Legislature for 
that purpose," is amended to read as follows : — 

Section 4. The Division of Public Eecords shall be 
under the direction of the State Librarian, who shall 
have immediate charge of and be responsible for every 
thing consigned to his custody, and shall enforce all 
rules and regulations provided by the trustees. He 
shall receive and disburse all moneys that are or may 
be hereafter appropriated for this Division's purposes, 
and keep accurate accounts thereof, and make settle- 
ments therefor in the same manner as is provided for 
the accounts of the State Library. He shall collect, 
classify, preserve, and make accessible for reference, 
all records which may come into the possession of the 
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Division, with such exceptions as may be indicated by 
the trustees. He shall report to the trustees biennially, 
on the condition of the State records, with such recom- 
mendations as shall be desirable for the preservation 
of all public records throughout Pennsylvania. He 
may appoint such assistants, at such salaries, as shall Assistants. 
be authorized by the Legislature, from time to time, in 
the general appropriation bill, and may expend such 
sums for the purpose of the Division as may be ap- 
propriated by the Legislature for that purpose. One 
of the assistants appointed hy the Librarian shall he 
supervisor of public records. The supervisor of public pjj^c^r^wrds 
records shall examine into the condition of the records, 
books, pamphlets, documents, Tnam/ascripts, archives, 
maps, and papers kept filed or recorded, or hereafter to Duties. 
be kept filed or recorded, in the several public offices of 
the counties, cities, and boroughs of the State. He 
shall recommend such action to be taken by the persons 
having the care and custody of public records as ma^ 
be necessary to secure their safety and preservation, 
and he shall cause all laws relating to the public re- 
cords to be enforced. He shall submit an annual report Annual report. 
to the State Librarian, in which he shall present a de- 
tailed report upon the number, kind, ami condition of 
the various public records in the custody and under 
the control of the several counties, cities, and boroughs 
of the State. This report shall be included by the State 
Librarian in his annual report.
